Herefordshire Schools 

UNDER THREAT AGAIN 


A financial package going for final 
approval in March may seal the fate of a 
number of Herefordshire's small schools. 

The package shows that funding for 
small schools and nurseries may be 
slashed as the schools budget is cut by 
£1.5 million. 

The schools budget loses some 
£500,000 through falling rolls while 
facing an increase in overall spending 
commitments of at least £1 million. 

This is not the first time Herefordshire's 
schools have come under serious threat. 
Back in January 2008 Herefordshire 
Council made proposals to close or 
merge 37 schools in the county. 

Meetings, rallies and marches were 
quickly called to oppose the plans and to 
kick-start a protest campaign. In February 
there was a mass rally and march in 
Hereford, which attracted thousands 
of parents, teachers, school kids and 
concerned members of the public. 

As a result of this huge public 
opposition the plans were put on hold, 
for 'further consideration' in 2011. 

It would now seem that the 


government's public spending cuts 
have given the council the convenient 
excuse it's been waiting for to revisit and 
implement these proposals. 

Our rural schools provide vital and 
easily reachable education for many 
young Herefordians. Many are also the 
focal points of the community, providing 
a space for other out-of-school-hours 


activities. Closing them would be a 
cowardly and damaging move by the 
council, putting their own interests 
and the interests of profits before the 
education of our children.

The government has 
announced plans that could 
see the May Day bank 
holiday scrapped in favour 
of a day off in October. 

This disgraceful insult to 
the workers' movement 
has been put forward by 
tourism minister, John 
Penrose, who will publish a 
White Paper by the end of 
February. 

The May Day bank holiday 
has connections to 
International Workers' Day 
(1st May), which celebrates 
the achievements of left- 
wing and labour movements 
across the world. 

May Day also 
commemorates the 
Haymarket Massacre that 
happened on May 4th 1886 
in Chicago. The Massacre 
took place after a workers 
demonstration demanding 
an eight hour workday. 


Dynamite was thrown at 
police who retaliated by 
gunning down and killing 
several protesters. 

In Britain on May Day, 
demonstrations involving 
various unions, anarchist 
and socialist groups now 
take place in cities around 
the country. 

For the right-wing 
government to announce 
that they are planning to 
scrap this holiday is clearly 
a politically motivated act. 
They don't like the 
connections to protest and 
revolution; as Dad's Army's 
Lance-Corporal Jones 
would say, "they don't like 
it up 'em". 

Well tough! We don't 
want some pseudo-patriotic 
'UK Day' in October, May 
Day is our day and we'll be 
celebrating it whether they 
like it or not. 


Warren James and the Forest of 
Dean Riots of 1831 


The threat of forest privatisation is nothing new to the folk of the 
Forest of Dean. Over the centuries they have challenged every move 
to deny them access to the forest. 

Perhaps the most memorable confrontation occurred in the mid 
1800s. The process of enclosing common land by the rich had 
pushed many people into a life of poverty and misery. In the Forest 
of Dean there were still laws guaranteeing Foresters, free miners 
and peasants free access and use of the forest's resources. But 
things were beginning to change. The greed of landowners led to 
the passing of an act of parliament. The act set out to increase the 
enclosed land from 676 to 11,000 acres, denying people the ability 
to secure even the most basic of livelihoods. 

When an economic slump hit the Dean at the beginning of the 
1830s the Foresters lives became unbearable so they got organised. 
The Committee of Free Miners was set up. The Committee elected 
local lad Warren James to lobby those in power to reverse the 
enclosures. James was well aware of the hardships facing the 
people, so when the Free Miners demands were ignored he tabled 
to motion that all enclosure fences be torn down. 

Things quickly escalated and at its peak there were 3,000 men, 
women and children organised into gangs, destroying fences, 
turnpikes, crown buildings and the houses of local gentry. 
Eventually troops managed to end the rioting, and although 
James was arrested and transported to Tasmania, other rioters 
received quite lenient sentences. Most of the fences were rebuilt 
but the radical nature of the Foresters has lived on and many free 
mining and commoner rights still exist today. 


BANK SHUT DOWN 



A Hereford bank was forced to close last month 
occupied the building for two hours. 

Lloyds TSB were targeted by around a dozen activists from Hereford 
Solidarity League on Saturday 15th January in a protest against 
government spending cuts and excessive bankers' bonuses. The sit-in 
protest, which was peaceful and good-natured, received overwhelming 
support from members of the public. 

Protesters handed out leaflets and held placards reading 'fight the cuts' 
and 'make the banks pay'. 

Managers at Lloyds TSB decided to close early, an hour into the protest, 
before the demonstrators agreed to leave just after two o'clock. 

The five biggest banks will make profits of £52 billion this year—£1 billion 
a week. The financial fat cats who caused the crisis we're in want to award 
themselves an incredible £7 billion in bonuses after bringing the country 
to its knees. These selfish bankers are actually demanding more money to 
finance their millionaire lifestyles while the rest of us are forced to tighten 
our belts! 

This year began with brutal attacks that unfairly hit working class 
people—the rise in VAT, public transport fares up, food prices up, fuel 
prices up. All this comes on top of shattering public service cuts, job 
losses and pay curbs for millions. 

If Cameron and Clegg get their way this will be a horrendous year for 
ordinary people. The only way to prevent that is to make it a year of 
fightback and resistance and to turn the class war back on them. 

We must maintain the pressure on the government and the bankers. 
They must NOT be allowed to get away with their crimes against the poor.

COUNCIL’S WAR ON OPEN SPACES 

Council plans to sell off or build on green spaces in the county are once again 
hitting the headlines. 

In Ledbury there have been fears of a new housing development on the 
town's cricket and football pitches off New Street for some time. There are 
currently major plans to build 800 new homes in the town, most of which 
will be around the viaduct to its north. However, there are fears that public 
spending cuts may force the council to sell off the cricket and football 
pitches, leaving them to the mercy of developers. 

Meanwhile, Herefordshire Council has admitted that discussions are 
underway regarding the sale of the Bishop's School's playing fields in 
Tupsley. It is believed an offer has been put in for the site, which could be 
used to build more houses. 

The playing fields are currently used by the school for many sporting 
activities and also by Herefordians Cricket Club, which plays its Marches 
League matches on the site. 

John Escott, a sports teacher at the school for 31 years, has said the plans 
would "cause outrage" if they were to go ahead. 

Residents living in Newton Farm have also been dealt a blow in their battle 
to save a patch of open land near Argyll Rise. The near five-year campaign 
of the Newton Farm Town Green Action Group to get the area registered 
as a town green and therefore protected, was dismissed by the council's 
regulatory committee in January. 

Martin Gilleland from the action group said that the ruling 'adds to 
the distrust that communities have with local politics.' The landowner, 
Herefordshire Housing, said that it may be some time before the land is built 
on, but certainly didn't rule it out. 

It is clear that Herefordshire Council's commitment to protecting green, 
public spaces and school playing fields is a secondary matter when faced 
with the prospect of money from property developers. It also shows that all 
kinds of community resources are being hit as a result of government public 
spending cuts. We must defend our open spaces, sports fields and school 
playing fields, which are currently in place for the benefit of everybody! 


Hands off our forests 

At the beginning of January members of Hereford 
Solidarity League joined over 3,000 people to protest 
against government plans to privatise vast areas 
of Forestry Commission land. The rally, speeches, 
music and ritual burning of Big Ben took place at the 
Speech House outside Coleford in the Forest of Dean. 

The demonstration took place to show 
opposition to the coalition governments Public 
Bodies Bill. This privatisation of state-owned 
forests will allow developers and energy firms to 
get their hands on some of the most beautiful and 
important land we have. 



More than anywhere else this government 
sponsored land grab will affect the people of the 
Forest of Dean, but they are not sitting back and 
accepting it. The newly formed Hands off our 
Forest (HOOF) describe themselves as a broad 
alliance of groups and individuals campaigning 
to keep the forest out of private hands. And 
they have history on their side. From the riots of 
1612, to Warren James in 1831, to the campaign 
that stopped the 1981 forest privatisation, 
the Foresters have shown themselves to be a 
committed and passionate bunch, so don't be 
surprised when they win this battle.
